-.» Had I congeivid it atceſſary,' [could have publiſhed 
the Genitures of ſundry Princes and Potentates,C7c. 
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born under the Sign Scorpio, (beyond what T have 
done already in my Oblequium Rationabile) but 
this one Inſtance, inthe Bixth of Jo excellent a Man, 
\ I deem ſufficient , He being fo well known (by his 
'  "Vertues) to the whole Engliſh World ; and a Perſon 
without exception, 4s well in hs Principles as 
Practices, that a more apt and poſitive Example 
cannot be produced. And I hope that no one (once 
having peruſed this Nativity) will be ſo idly impu- 
dent hereafter, as to charge Scorpio us the moſt vici- 

ous Sign in the Heavens. 

If what Divine Seneca ſays be true,----That we 
abuſe our ſelves when we think Vices are born 
with us, and that they do not rather ſteal upon 
us, and ſo come to be ingeſted in us.—--1t muſt 
needs be a grand Error, to make the Signs of Heaven, 
under which we are born, chargeable with our Crimes 
and Miſdemeanors. For it i no fair or rational 
proof, that any Sign is naturally capable of producing 

' vice and ill habits, becauſe it happens ſometimes, that 
ill People are born under it : fith ſuch an Argument 
would conclude coſt and dammage againſt the whole 
Mazzaroth, or "Twelve Signs : .there having been 
ill Perſons born under every one of them ; as us very 
eaſie to be evinced. 

Nor 
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- Noy yet #s it any valid or convincug Teſtimony, 
againſt -the worth and vertue of Scorpio; that. ſome 
Ancient as well 4s Modern Authors have ſpoken ll 
thereof ; ſince lorne of both have argued friendly. for 
it. Andit is not hard to believe, that an Aſtrologer 
may be byaſſed by Intereſt,- as well as a Profeſſor of any 
other Science : our own Age affording us moſt.eminent 
proofs thereof. 

Would you k:ow how Scorpio came to be reputed of 
ſharp Influence ? It was not from any innate venefique 
Principle therein lodged, but becauſe it was obſerved 
commonly to bring the firſt tydings of the cold and 
diſmal Winter; And for this reaſon Antiquity 
hath added a Sting to it : Winter being the deſtruttion 
of Vegitables, and the death of all outward Com- 

orts. But was this, think you, for the Sign's ſake, 
or for the Sealons, in which the Sun enters into that 
Sign, that Scorplo' was thus termed? the ſharp cold 
Weatber, as his Auſtral Declination, then notably in- 
creaſmg : And, that you may be farther convinced, 
that this Office of firſt bringing news of the approach- 
ing Winter, 5s not entailed upon Scorpio by Patent, 
let it be confidered,-—That in Auguſt laſt year, viz. 
1676. the Fall of Leaf began. And, as I am 
informed by a Learned Divine of this Nation, (viz. 


Mr. 
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Mr. Butler, Author of Chriſtologia,) about . 3© 
Years ſince, it did the ſame ;. which be. attributes to 
ſome peculiar Influence of Saturn's being in Taurus. 
So that you ſee Virgo can prove as prejudicial to hu- 
mane Felicities, ( andto humane Life alſo ) as Scor- 
Pio, and yet neither of them may have power of them- 
ſelves to enforce theſe things. The Paſlive Flint 
never yields any Fire, but when it is ſtruck 
againſt the Active Steel. . 

Beſides, ſhould we admit it. for an unqueſtionable 
Verity, that Scorpio were always deſtin'd to be the 
Harbinger of the Winter's cold Froſts and Gloo- 
minels, &c. (which you. ſee it is not) Muſt it there- 
fore follow, that: it bath a power to freeze up the 
Spirit of: Vertue and Religion in 1s too ? This is a 
Non-lequirtur with a wytneſs! and every Apotheca- 
ry can ſhew the abſurdity thereof : In that the moſt 
flinging Froſt that the.envious Winter #5 able to pro- 
dace, . cannat prey\upon Spirits or Eflences. The 
nobler part of: Man.bath a. priviledge above the 
Stars ; his brutiſh part ts only liable to their Influen- 
ces:;. and he may. ſecure that Fort from them alſo, if 
Reaſon” do: but! onterpoſe; -+-For, Altra non neceſſt-

Matters confult the Globe, and there they'l find that 
the Celeſtial Ballance i placed in Scorpio, as if 
Juſtice it ſelf did delight to quarter in that Particular 
Dodecatemoria. . And ſhould we eſtimate things ac- 
cording to their Emblems,it were very eafie to prove,--- 
That Scorpio doth inherit the Librarian Vertues, and 
Sagittarius is veſted with the Vices ſaid to belong 10 
the Scorpion. But, this were to play at Puſh-pin 
with Aſtrology, and make ſport with the moſt glorious 
part of the Creation, to the great difhonour of God 
and the Stars. 

But alas! Aſtrology foſtereth many hard-fa- 
vour'd-Brats, which have no legitimate relation to 
the Truth of that Noble Art. Direft Falſhoods, 
masked with ſeeming Verities, are to be found within 
ber Pallaces, viz, (1.) As that Children born upon a 
New or Full Moon, are not long vital. (2.) That 
Saturn on the Aſcendent, is an abſolute Argument of 
ſhort Life. (3.) That Saturn with Spica Virginis 
induceth beggery. (4.) That Venus joyn'd to Mer- 
cury,' ſub Radiis Solis, menaceth Caſtration. 
(5.) That Perſons are generally improſperous who 
have their Moon void of Courſe. (6.) That Saturn 
inthe Mid-heaven deſtroyeth Honour, Fame,e>c. -- 
All which T aſſert to be ſo far from being ablolute 
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Lo the Reader, 
certainties, that there 45- ſcarce one of them, that 
(of it ſelf, ſmgly) is ſo : And, ought therefore to be 
exploded, and baniſhed the Pale and Court of True 
ade . together with the common bruited Opinion 
of Scorpio's being naturally vicious ; Virgo's beg 
eſſentially Barbarous ; Mars's bewg jojn'd to Mer- 
cury, making the Man's name Matthew. 
either let any Ingenious Aſtrologer think that 1 

hereby intend to leſſen, much leſs to deftiroy Aſtrology, but 
rather to improve it ; becauſe I like well of the Wine of 
this worthy Science, ſhall I be compel'd to drink the 
dregs too ? Þ know that the Principles of the Art are 
Juſt a4 True. But th#Superſtructures that have been 
by Paraſites, and other partial Students raiſed or built 
upon them hath been of ſuch rotten, defiled, and deccit- 
ful Stuff, that all ſober Artiſts muſt judg it an excellent 
Service done to the Truth, if they were who deſtroyed.

Mercory, Femes ; Saturn, and the Moon: And a fift, 
alſo, will not be debar'd a ſhare in the Dominion there- 
of, the Sw; 1mean. Andby theſe five Planets, ge- 
nerally, was this excellent Nartive Influenced all his 
Life time. _ 

Firſt, . There was Conſpicuous in him, the Learn- 
ing , Dexterity ; Apprehenſion.,, and Ingenuity of 
Mercury. i: And Men: of great! Places - (ſuch as this 
Natives were ) had need of ſtrong and powerful Mey- 
caries, Perſons of mean” Souls, are ot capable of 
being employed, or fit to be enttuſted in Lofry Mat- 
cers.

And, was 
not this great Native all this? For his Oratory, the 
World ſufficiently was acquainted herewith, from all 
his Excellent, Legal Orations, made on the Judg- _ 
ment Seat. . For his Philoſophy, let his Learned La- 
bours emitted into the World, be given in Evidence. 
For his admirable acquaintance with the Rules and 
ures of Poetry; let his many Divine Poems

Birth-Day, be a Teſtimony and Proof, how excellent- 
ly well he underſtood that Seraphique Scien&e.

The S#z is diſadvantaged himſelf, when he is Ob- 
nubilated, and hindred from diſcovering his glorious 
Rays: Bytwhen he is' enabled to appear in his Native 
Claritude, he is Glorious in carneſt,. — And what 
doth he then? -—Ask the whole Creation, and not - 
the Rational and Senlitive parts thereof only, whe- 
ther he doth not Pride himſelfin being nobly kind and 
beneficial unto all things ? 3 

It istrue, the Sun, as Seneca ſays, doth draw his 
nouriſhment fromthe Earth : Yet, like a good King, 
who receives a Tribute or -a Tax frcm his Subjects, 
is never quiet, ' until he find a way to divide and 
ſcatter it among them again,— The Suz, or Solar 
Perſon; is too noble and generous minded, to be' a 
Hoarder; he hates” Avarice, and bequeaths it to his 
oppoſite,” cloſe-fiſted Saturn. + His Treaſury is 'al- 
ways open. He is better pleas'd with the Fotk, than 
the Rake. 

The Sur (faith Haly) Eft Planeta magni Dominit, 
Patentie, Nobilitatis, &c, He is a Planet of great 
Dominion, Power, and Nobility z and therefore 4ſ{ro- 
logers do reaſonably {ignifie under him, Kings, Princes, 
Potentates, and- the- moſt worthy and honourable of 
Men. + Hetelleth us further, that the Syn - iayyre/ior 
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& nobilior omnibus aluis Planetis, & in nobilitate' cla- 
rier : And he gives this reaſor-for his being ſo,in theſe 
words, — Yuis nature ſus operator in omnibus naturis, 
& nulla naturarum aliarum ogeratur in eo. He is, 
—Lumen & Candela Cali, Gubernator Mundi, F actor 
Temporum, &c. The Light and Candle of Heaven, 
Lord of the World, and Diſtinguiſher of Times and 
Seaſons, How-aptly therefore are the worthieſt of 
Perſons attributed> to the Sun? And how happy are 
they, when ſo particularly Ggnified by him £ As this 
our Learned Native was. 


Well might the famous Plwerch term the Sun, The 
Image of God, And, the Learned Author of Re/igio 
Meaici, ſtile him, The Viſible Deity. For we experi- 
mentally know, his Image upon Earth, (I mean a 
Man born under him, as was this worthy Judg, in a 
great Degree) is ever aiming at Noble, Virtuous, and 
Worthy things. I could produce Inſtances almoſt in- 
finite of this truth, we it needful. Bur fnce it is 
a Verity nearly as Confpicuous: and Glorious as the 
Sun it} ſel, — That Perſons Born under the Sur, 
( well Dignified, as in this Geniture ) or ſuch as have 
the Sur for (ignificator of their Manners, Inclinati- 
ons, Cc. are propenſe naturally. to Juſtand Honoura- 
ble things, &c. 1 conceive. it ſtands: in need. of no 
proof. — If any Worthy and Learned Afrologer think 
it do, I let him, and: the- whole World know, that 
this Reverend and Learved Judg, had the Sun ſo: to 
friendgg his B.xth: And accordingly did ſhine to. the 

Engliſh 
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Engliſh Nation in all the CharaQers of Honour,Good- 
nels, and Magnanimity, 

3+ The gentle Planet Yexus, had a ſhare likewiſe in 
the ſignifications of this honourable Scorponi/t's 
Actions, Temper, &c. And her ſweet and curious 
Influences were eminently viſible in him,— Not a 
Perſon frequenting Wefminſter - Hall ,and obſerving his 
Method and Demeanor in his diſpenfing of Juſtice, - 
bur is able to make Affidavit of this excellent Natives 
ſweetneſs of Temper and Diſpoſition: Of his great 
Patience and Gentleneſs: Of his readineſs to hear the 
meaneſt Plaintiff or Defendant that came before him 
for Relief, 

In his Place, and on his Seat of Juſtice, a Pauper 
was as much his Care, as the greateſt Man im the 
Kingdom z he was always ready to help the Helpleſs, 
and to aſſiſt the Diſtreſſed, His gentleneſs of Hu- 
mour did more convince People that were in the 
wrong, than his Power. And his Patience wrought 
better Effects upon the Perygrſe and Obſtinate, than 
his Authority, or the Sword he bore for the Puniſh- 
ment of Offenders, EIS 

But, it you-would ſee a larger and -more am- 
ple Copy of his Mind, read his Contemplations, thoſe 
excellent Diſcourſes, which were his private Medita- 
tions, - wherein he breath'd forth his ſoul to God ; with 
whom a juſt Man dares not difſemble.—- And there 
you'l find much more of the Gentleneſs, Sweetneſs, 
and Afﬀability of his Temper, Humour, and Diſpo- 
ſition, than Iam able to __ :Or, it maybe, than 
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his Stars are fully able to declare, — For, though 

they diſcover great and illyſtrious Things of him, 
yet there were greater things in him, than his Srars 
aloe could own. 

And 1lam.of Opinion, that there is ſorwhat which 
moves the Srars in the Generation of Mankind,-( eſpe- 
cially of Good and Pious Men ) of greater Influence 
than.they, viz. The Spirit of God, From which Spi- 
rir, (and noc lingly from his Horoſcope, as the Fatiſts 
teach ) Man became a Rational Creature, And, if 
Reaſon be a ſpark of the Deity, ( which Hermes Triſ- 
megiſius affirms in his Divine Pymander : Nay, the 
holy Evangeliſt St. John ſeemeth to ſay the ſame, 
Chap. 1. ) Man hath thereby a better Title to his Do- 
minion and Lordſhip over the Creation, than all the 
Stars in the Heavens could afford him; he being Jure 
Divino, a Governour thereof, as Created in the Image 
of God, And ſo I have done with the fignifications 
of the mild and gentle Planet Venus, in the Nativity 
of this our thrice Learned Native, 

4. Nor were the Infldences of Saturz well digni- 
fied, mean, or inconſpicuous in this great Man's Ge- 
niture, For' it is very obvious. to every diſcerning 
Arti, that he had interſperſed throughout all his 
AQions and Expreſſions, - the great Fm. carnal Gra- 
vity,” Wiſdom and Sobriety, which that ſober Planet 
is Author of: He'had an admizable Memory, pro- 
found Cogitations, and Conceptions, &c. which mix- 
ed with the excellent ſignitications of a happy Mer- 
cury, before ſpoken of, gave him ſo great and deſerved 

, an. 
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an eſteem in the bebc F the People : Inſomuch, 
thatall Men would willingly commence their Suits in 
that'Court where he ſat Judge: And, many of them 
who had begun in other Courts, would frequently 
appeal' to him, and remove their Cauſes according- 
ly. 
: Good Lawyers coveted to Plead before him, and 
refer themſelves unto him; as knowing, that where 
a Wiſe and Learned Man was to dire@ tothe conclu- 
ſion of a Difference, their. Reaſons and Arguments 
would never be negleed, but made the beſt uſe of, 
for a diſcovery of the Truth, and for the honour and 
ſecurity of Juſtice, But, as Good Men coveted to 
be Judged by him, ſo Bad Men would flie his Award, 
and rather chuſe to comprimiſe their Differences, than 
ſtand to his Determination and Judgment. As know. 
ing him to be an-Encourager of Truth and Juſtice, and 
an utter Enemy to Fraud and Falſhood ; and fo in 
no wife fir for their turns. | 
Doſt' thou think ( good Reader) that the great 
Trine of * Saturn and Venw, and the fame glorious 
Configuration between Mars and Fupiter, and Sa- 
terns platique Trine to Fove, together, with the for- 
tunate Mercury, as before ; are not of excellent ftg- 
nification? They are great and* famous Poſitions, | 
aſſure thee : And Jeclard this renowned Native to 
be bleſſed with a Spirit: of Diſcerning ; and with fo 
great a portion of Judgmenr, Reaſon, and Courage 
too, ( for a Coward dares not to be vertuous, cannot 
beſo) that as he was thereby armed intelleually for 
to 


to diſpenſe Juſtice rightly, and diſcover Truth nim- 
bly: So he was provided alſo with an Amwict of 
Praiſe-worthy, and Honeſt-policy, to prevent- his be- 
ing cheated with a Fallacy. He would ſearch a crafty 
Cauſe, as a skiltul Chirurgeon a dangerous Wound, 
viz, to the bottom, and diſcover the Corruption 
threof tothe owners ſhame and bluſhing, 

I could relate ſundry Stories of his Dextrous Saga- 
city, did I hold it requiſite or needful ; or, yet believe, 
that I have not ſaid enough to prove,-— That this 
worthy Man had an eminent ſhare in the Influence of 
Saturn (well dignified) in him. To conclude this 
Point, His Saturz is aſſiſted by YVenws, and his Mer- 
enry by Fupiter and Fexws — And if the Fortunes 
in any Geniture, can betriend the fignificators of Wit 
and Judgment, then this Honourable Native had a 
great advantage in both thoſe intelleQual Weapons, 
above moſt Men by his Stars. 

5. Laſtly, We come to the Moon,for ſhe hath a ſhare 
in the Gubernation of this worthy Natives Inclinati- 
ons, Actions, &c, together with the others mention- 
ed, For, ſhe is herein, not only Angular, but in her 


Exaltation too. A Planet in his Þxaltation , ſaith 


Bethem, is as 4 Perſon in his Caſtle or ſtrong. Hold, 
and is of admirabie Influence. The Moon lignifies 
the Commonalty generally : And it Vox Popu{z, be 
Vox Det, the love and xeſpe& of the Common Peo- 
ple, - is to be preferred as. eminently worthy.: It was 
from the Moons ſtrength and. Angularity, as well as the 
Suns, (though I ſay not ſo much as his ) chat this 

Native 
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Native had ſo popular a Fame and Efteem attendi 
him; and ſhe is in this Geniture a Copartner with 
the Sun in the preſages of Popularity and Authority. 
The Holy Scripture characters her for a Great Light, 
made by God in the beglnniog. And ſuch an one ſhe 
is, truly, inreſpe&t of us, though not in her felf, as 
the Dottrine of Aſtronomy teaches. 

The Books of Genethliacal Aſtrology, relating to 
Honour, Fame, and Eſteem, abound with Inſtances 
of the Moon, and her Significations therein. 

That pious, yet valiant: Prince, King Edward the 
Third of 'England, had his Moen ſo poſited ; and his 
Geniture, in many reſpeRs, was like this moſt excel- 
lent Natives. 

I need not quote many Inſtances and Authorities 
for the proof of a thing ſo commonly and famonſly 
known, | 

This Nativity is rather fit for to ſtand as a Prefi- 
dent, or Touch-ſtone, -to prove others by, than to 
need a proof from any: Albeit, you ſee, that there 
wants not ſome Genitures of the greateſt among Men 
to- parallel it.
